They are the largest t)f the i>onltry race 
tnd accliniiittNl to our cold and chanpi> 
able climate. They are well a«lapt«sl for 
fanners and suburUiii n*sideiits who 
have plenty of ruupe, Is inp more profit- 
able when they can mam through the 
meinlows, stubbles and proves and pns 
enre a larpi* slian* «>f their living. If 
kaiche<l early and pro|HTly cared for and 
fe«l. they will average from 13 to 1.' 
|H)unds at Th:u;k'i.nvitip. At maturity 
they often reach oT* jsiumls uml inon*, 
but from 30 to 3’> |K>nnds may W taken 
us a fair a\er;ip«‘. A 3 or J-year-«dd 
bmnze gobbler cros««>«l on the common 
turkey will a«ld several |s>nnds to the 
weight of «auh of the chicks the first 
year.

I I owTie<l tho Ibtke of Perche, and in 
j ihe III years I owtnsl him he never got 
as few as «1 mares in foal in one year, 
while he did get us high as l.‘iO colts 
in a single year. He serveil a large 
ntinils'rof mares every year I had him 
and died when past 30 years old from 
striingnlatesl heniia. He had serveil 01 
iniirts that year, and the last five eervtsl 
witiiin the last wivk of his life all gt»t in 
foal. 

I tried all the varitma ways of keeping 
and nsing tliis honx'. 1 movetl him dur- 
ing the s<'a.'-on the first three or four 
years 1 had liim, drove him t»n the roa<l 
tnie «>r two winters, used him in thebtin- 
Ix'r wooils hanling lumlier and logs a 
couple of winters beside another stallion, 
iisisi him to bri'iik colts with, and one 
jT two winters hail a man ride him from 
two to four miles a day. 

Finally the last few years I gave him 
a hig K)x stall and b'«l liim to water 
twice a day, and tliat waa all the exer- 
cise he had, yet he was never more sure 
in his life than those last years. Neither 
were his colts ever more strong or vig- 
orous. and they were always strong, 
then' ls tng03 fimb*<l in one year Is'fon' 
there was one lost. Therefore 1 have 
come to the conclusion tliat many of the 
whims and theories as pracliccl by stal- 
lion owners are worse than useless, and 
that their stallions am sure and n'liiaiit 
so in spite of tin la iiiste.ad of on account 
«)f them. 

I firmly Ix'licve that the ls*st and 
safest way to Imiidle any stallion of the 
heavy bret'tls is to give liim a large ls>x 
stall with a field of an acre or so at- 
tiiclieil, witli wat« r ill Ills Siull ami the 
lot fenceil with wire that the cir may 
circulate fri'ely, and llicii let him run 
excejit in vi'ry cold or rainy we.atln r 
wlien li«> shuiiM Is' kcj.t in, and a horse 
th.it has not gimp enough to exerc’ 
himself all ho iteetls without chasing 
with a whip should never be breil to, but 
casfrati'*! at once. 

I believe also tliat tlie closer we follow 
nature tlie sun r we are to lie right, and 
tlK'refore should bn't'd mares when they 
are in heat, lie it m vcii liays or seveii- 
tmii after to.'ilii'.g. There can l»'UO |xis- 
itiv,' time givni or rule laid d'»wti for 
all to follow.
